This license is granted and said approprfiétw takes all rights herein mentioned subject to the terms and
conditions set forth in Section 20 of Chapter 586, Statutes 1913, which is as follows: T ,

Sec. 20, All permits and licenses for the appropriation of water shall be under the terms and conditions of this act, and shall be effective for such tm:f
as the water actuslly appropriated under such permits and licenses shall actually be used for the useful and bfneﬁcnl purpose for which -snd.,w::eg, wu_a.pproprfut'; d,
but no longer; and every such permit or license shall include the enumeration of conditions therein which in substance shall include nll_of the provisions of this
section and likewise the statement thac any appropriator of water, to whom said permit or license may be issued, shall take the same subject to such coné:lmom ’ns
therein expressed; provided, thac if, at apy time after the expiration of twenty years after the granting of a license, _the state, or any ecity, city 4nd county,
municipal water district, irrigation district, lighting: district,or¥ any /political subdivision. of “the, state” shall have the right to.purchnse the works and. property
occupied and used under said license and the works buile or comstructed for the enjoyment of the rights granted under said license; and in the event that the
said state, city, city and county, municipal water district, irrigation district, lighting district or political subdivision of the state so _desmng to. purchase and the
said owner of said works and property can not agree upon said purchase price, said price shall be determined in such manner as is now or may hereafter be
determined in i d in pr dings. If it shall appear to the state water commission at any time after a permit or license ia us_ued as in ‘thxs act provided
that the permittee or licensee, or the heirs, successors or assigns of said permittee or licensee, has not put the water granted under said permit or license to the
useful .orbeneficial purpose for which the permit or license was granted, or that the permittee or licensee, or the heirs, successors or assigns of said permittee or
licensee, has ceased to put said water to such useful or beneficial purpose, or that the permittee or licensee, or the heirs, successors or assigns of said permittee or licensee
has failed to observe any of the terms and conditions in the permit or license as issued, then and in that case the said commission, after due notice to the permittee,
licensee, or the heirs, successors or assigns of such permittee or licensee, and a hearing thereon, may revoke said permit oc ‘license, and declare the water to bf
unappropriatéd : and open to further appropristion in d with~the terms. of this act. And the findings and declaration of said shall be ;

to be prima facie correct until modified or set aside by a court of competent jurisdiction; provided, that any action brought so to modify or set aside such finding
or declaration must be commenced within thirty days after the service of notice of said revocation on said permittee or licensee, his heu:s, successors or assigns.
And ecvery licensce or permittee under the provisions of this act if he accepts such permit or license shall accept the same underthe conditions precedent that no
value whatsoever in excess of the actual amount paid to the state therefor shall at any time be assigned to or claimed for any permit or license granted or issue_d
under the provisions of this act, or for any rigﬁts granted or acquired under the provisions of this act, in respect to the regulations by any competent public
authority of the services or the price of the services to be rendered by any permittee or licensee, his heirs, successors or assigns or by the holder of any rights
granted ‘or, acquiréd under-the provisions of this act, or in respect to any wvaluation for purposes of sale to or purchase, whether through d i roceedings
or otherwise, by the state or any city, city and county, municipal water district, irrigation district, lighting district or any political subdivision of the state, of
the -rights and property of any permittee or licensee, or the -possessor of any rights granted, issued, or acquired tnder the proyisions .of this.act.. The application
